The foriuiitiou of tho Royal Colonial 
lustituto, tliomotioiiH rcHpiiotivolyof Lord 
E. Cecil in tho Imperial ConimoiiBaiul of 
Mr. Wnllacio in tho Dominion L'lirliamcnt, 
•with reforenco to iiu altorcd eonnontion of 
tho Colonics witli tho Mother (Jountry 
point to a peaceful rcvoliitioa in tho 
Eml^ito7'Trhioh cannot too aeon cngngo 
the attention of the moat eminent statos- 
mon. Our Colonial Empire, at ono time 
a aubjoct of prido to Groat Jhitaiu and 
'ofenvyto hor rJ vals, had begun to ba look- 
ed upon &k 'a;' burden on the Imperial Ex- 

' oheqner and a source of -weakness, to tho 
Parent State. Tho Manchester school 
eyon went so far a.s to uphold a policy 
of dianiombormontnnd suecossivocabinetK, 
Liboral as \vi!ll us Consorvativo, yiolding 
t J au api)aront Nemesis, soouiod to outcr- 
taiii no higher aim than that of ultimatu 

^ se^ahttion with peace and goodwill. The 

■ - JKnister for the Colonies in theory ruled 
tho Colonial oflico and was rcsponsihlo 
to Parliament; but in reality, what witli 
tho changes in the Ministry and tho pro.s- 
suro of business in tlio House, his staff 
for all practical purposes wore free from 
all check or control. Tho waste lands 
had been handed over to Colonial Legis- 
latures nnd'-full control over local affairs 
had been jnstly conceded to tho North 
American and Australian Colonies, Avith- 
out, however, any mature plan as to how 
the Imperial conncation should bo con- 
tinued. Without regard toJJ varying cir- 
cumstances, troops -were withdrawn from 
the Oolonies.atali hazards, and the colo- 
nial connection allowed to become bo at- 
tonnated that tho slightest strain might 
Lavo i)artod the tie. It is only too proba- 
ble tiuif tho separation of ono colony 
■wonlil have boon the signal for the assuuip- 
tion of iudeijoudoucc, or thoaccciitanoe of 
some other allegiance by tho rest. This 

(jl^l^ i^oehtrifngal movement with a ven- 
tl-^iio^*hnrrying our mighty Anglo Saxon 
■world to its ultimate disrn])tion if not 
to its final doom. Had nothing interpos- 
ed, one of tho proudest monuments of 
human in.iustry and intelligence, tho 
British Enii)iro, cemented by so much of 
our blood, would have crumbled to dust, 
to be remembered only thro' tho pages of 
history or the annals of nations as a 
dream of tho past, — a subject to point a 
a moral or|to illustratoatale. It was othor- 
wiso decreed by councils far higher than 
those of man, and a centrepotal move- 
ment iustitutoel which will not only pro- 
serve the integrity of the Empire, but 
which will oonvectit into asourco of good 
{6 the hulk of mankind. The cry of dis- 
tress heard from New Zealand, tho mur- 
mur of disapprobation uttered in Canada, 
echoed and ro-ecliood from every quarter 
of the Empire, finally aroused the nation 
from its supineness and lethargy to a lively 
sense of the impending crisis. The press 
took -np this oolomal question, the public 

. became interested in it, Ministers de- 
clared it to be the fundamental policy 
of England to nphold and stand l)y her 
colonies, and thu lloyal Colonial Institute 
was formed, than which no combination 
is more calculated to influence our coun- 
cils at home, and to shape our doKtinies 
abroad. This association, thus owing 
its birth to a reawakening of public inter- 
est in colonial matters, was formodin 1870 
as a rallying point for tho colonists and 
their friends. Its purpose was to oppose 
a policy of dismembormant, to watch co- 
lonial interests ut tbelmperialmotropolis, 
to afford an arena for the discussion of 
„^ol()nial ^nestions, and to ooUeot and dis- 
'seminale authentic information and cor- 
rect data necessary alike to tho good gov- 
ernment of tho Eini)iro and the perma- 
nence of our connection. Tiio object was 
attained by moans of pamphlets, readings 
and debates at its meetings, wiionce tho 
the Colonial Office derived no imall profit. 
This P^manent Oolonial Convention, if 
we may be allowed tho designation, as- 
Bembled under tho highest patronage and 
with tho most favorable auspices. In such

StepJions. As this mighty (lueKtion is 
now riveting ])ublio attention at honif>, wo 
deem it not ill-timed to touch u])on its 
various bearings.

Here yf& have tlieAslmnteea, 70,000 or 80,- 
000 strong,sweoping down upon the Eng- 
lish settlement of Fort Elniina, on tlie 
Q&ld Coast and tliroatening to oxternii- 
nato the white inhabit :nis. The Ashantoos 
are a numerous, intelligent and wealthy 
race. They have carried on a profitable 
trade in gold with .Europeans for many 
years. Gold Coast is a maritime country 
of Guinea in Western Africa. It includes 
«everal districts iu which are two or three 
towns or villages lyin.u; on the seashore. 
The country was discovered by tho Portu- 
gese, who established Fort Elmina in 14fi2. 
^ha EogUah took the pjace in 1664 and 
ih'e Danish settlements in it were ceded 
to Great Britain in 1850.
